Washington, November 19.—The 
following communique was issued this 
afternoon: 

The committee on Pacific and Far 
Eastern held its second 
meeting in the Columbus room of the 
Pan-American building this morning 
at 11 o'clock. <All plenipotentiary 
delegates were present. excepting 
Baron Shidehara for Japan, Ambas- 
sador Jusserand for France and Mr. 
Meda for Italy. 

Admiral Baron Kato, on behalf of 
Japan, made the following statement: 
Japanese Statement. 

“1. It seems to the Japanese dele- 
gation that existing difficulties in 
China lie no less in her domestic 
situation, than in her external re- 
lations. We are anxious to see peace 
and unity re-established at the 
liest possible moment, but we 
to avoid all action that may 
strued as an intervention in the 
ternal affairs of China. All that 
this conference can achieve, it seems 
to us, is to wldunt China’s foreign 
relations, leaving her domestic — sit- 
uation to be worked out by the Chi- 

nese. themselves, 

“2. The Japanese delegation wishes 
to assure the Chinese delegation and 
the whole conference that Japan has 
every desire to cultivate the happi- 
est relations with China. Weare 
solicitous of making whatever con- 
tributions we are capable of toward 
China’s realization of her just and 
legitimate aspirations. We are en- 
tirely uninfluenced by any policy of 
territorial aggrandizement, in any 
part of China. We adhere without 
condition or reservation to the prin- 
ciple of ‘the open door and equal 
opportunity’ in China.

It is difficult to get about in the 
famine district. Few men who have 
come back with personal evidence of 
this human tragedy have touched more 
than the fringe of it} the outer edge 
beyond the railheads. But those who 
have gone deepest into the famine 
districts say that it is worse as the 
villages are more remote, most fright- 
ful where Communication is most dif- 
ficult. At the railway stations the 


of quiet peasant folk with skins drawn 
tight about their facial bones, and 
sunken eyes which look up _ plead- 
ingly, while the children who cling to 
gaunt men and shrunken women cry 
out incessantly words that mean “A 
bit of bread, little uncle, a bit of 
bread!’ Jt is monotonous, miserable, 
dreary, and these Russian peasants 
are unlucky as usual because all whe 
try to tell the tale of their suffering 
to the outside world find a_ bleak 
indifference, even a hostile spirit in 
their audience. The world’s imagina- 
tion has been deadened by three years 
of appeal for starving people. 
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“Charity Begins at Home” We Say. 


“Has not Austria been starving all 
that time—yet still living? Has not 
Poland been hungry, but not too much 
to keep a standing army of six hun- 
jdred thousand men? Have not mil- 
ilions of pounds been poured out in 
charity for ill fed brats, And, any- 
how, ~vhac about our own unemployed 
and the need of new battleships, and 
the housing problem. in England? 
Charity begins at home.” 

So people speak, as I have heard 
them speak during recent weeks in 
London and Berlin as they.sat over 
cigars and coffee and the litter of a 
five course meal with wasted food 
because they could not eat so much, 
And other people, cheerful, prosperous 
people, the lucky ones of the world, 
stare at one tor a moment with a 
hard look in their eyes and say, “Let 
}them die! It’s their own fault. It 
|will teach people what  bolshevism 
means.” 
| Yes, the Russian peasants are as 
|much responsible for the soviet re- 
gime as caged animals at the zoo for 
the psychology of their keepers, know- 
ing as much about. Karl Marx as a 
Devonshire laborer about Herbert 
Spencer, liking communism as much 
as hares like the harrow, and so en- 
trenched in individualism that the 
whole theory and practice ot com- 
munism has been abandoned by Le- 
nine himself because of the passive 
resistance of peasant Russia—these 
people have no luck at all because 
hatred of bolshevism kills all human 
charity in the hearts of many peo- 
iples so that they prefer lies to truth, 
if truth ever so little in favor of a 
single soviet official, and will let mil- 
lions of peasants die lest one bolshe- 
vik snould get political advantage. 
In Riga and Helsingfors and other 
places near the Russian frontier there 
are factories of lies, and the liars 
are busy with the cables accusing the 
soviet government of seizing food sent 
for the relief of famine, inventing lies 
about food ships raised at Petrograd, 
poisoning public opinion with the be- 
lief p’ at its charity will be wasted be- 
eauge red armies and not starving 
peasants will get the food sent for res- 
cue. Those are the lies of political 
propagandists paid by Russians of the 
old regime and by their friends. ‘The 
truth is exactly opposite. 

Relief Fund Unmolested. 

Whatever the past and present

‘he—and that is outside my line of 
inquiry—I have absolute evidence for 
saying that so far up to the time

followed by the passage of a resolution supporting Mrs. Hays’ recom- | 


mendation. 

The second was the statement by Mrs. Walter 
chairman of federal laws, with regard to the Georgia club woman’s 
understanding of the federal bills in which womew are particularly con- 
cerned, 

“Anticipating the challenge,” said Mrs. Purdom, “that has already 
been made on the floor of congress relative to the Sheppard-Towner 
bill that ‘the indorsement of clubs was secured witnout any real under- 
standing of the legislation involved,’ your chairman of federal laws 
had, through the courtesy of Senator Harris, had copies of the federal 
bills that the Georgia federation has indorsed sent to every district 
president and district chairman of legislation in the state. I would 
recommend that whenever a resolution indorsing federal legislation is 
submitted to the convention that a copy of the bill be also submitted. 

“Through the publicity given federal legislation by the club editors 
of the state; through the careful study given these bills under the 
direction of the chairmen of legislation; through the direct medium 


of study furnished by senators and congressmen of Georgia supplying | 


the individual clubs with copies of these federal bills, the club women 
of Georgia are no doubt the best 
States on federal legislation pertaining to women and children.”

Ten years later, in 1906, Mr. De- 
Loach, believing it would be to his 
advantage to abandon his Atlanta 
plant and establish a, similar enter- 
prise in northern Alabama, left the 
city and built a plant in Bridgepor‘’, 
Ala. At the time his Atlanta pl-nt 
was shipping approximately $5f ,000 
worth of machinery a month. 

The panic of 1907 came shortly after 
Mr. DeLoach was well established in 
bridgeport, however, and from an 
output of $50,000 worth of machinery 
each month, the production of his 
plant decreased until the monthly ship-

It Is Not Believed That 
Any Definite Plan Is 
Ready for Army Lim- 
itations. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, November 20.—Werld 
attention will shift from naval to 
land armaments when Premier Bri- 
and, of France, speaks tomorrow be- 
fore the arms conference. His ad- 
dress, provided for at the last plenary 
session of the conference, is expect- 
ed to be a very frank statement of 
that impel France to 
maintain the largest army in the 
world. 

The subject to be covered by the 
French premier’s statement is prob- 
ably the point of most immediate im- 
portance to France in the entire con- 
ference. In informed circles, it ia 
expected the address will be a de- 
fense of French military prowess 
which the French authorities hope 
will absolve that country before the 
world from any suspicion of aggres- 
sive designs on the continent, 

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M, Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land ‘armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
as you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us. The 
question will be raised—it has been 
raised—and if there is a country that 
desires, that demands that the ques- 
tion of land armaments should be 
raised, it is France. 

That World May Know. 
““T hope that I shall be able to 


state publicly what the position of 
France is, so that the United States 


and the world may fully know. And 
when [ have tried to prove this, when 
you have listened to this demonstra- 
tion, I am quite sure that you will 
be convinced that France, after the 
necessities of safety and life have 
been adequately secured, harbors no 
thought whatever of disturbing the 
peace of the world.” 

Beyond this forecase of Premier 
Briand’s intended utterance, there has 
been nothing to indicate that land 
armament questions is to be taken up 
definitely in Washington. 

Hughes May Aet. 

Following the address of Premier 
Briand, it was said tonight, Chairman 
Iiughes probably will suggest that the . 
whole question of land armaments be 
referred to the committee of five for 
an appropriate resolution dealing with 
the proposed treatment of the subject.

French Premier Will Turn 

Thoughts of Delegates 
From Naval to Land 
Armaments. 


“HARBORS NO THOUGAT 
OF DISTURBING PEACE” 


It Is Not Believed That 
Any Definite Plan Is 
Ready for Army Lim- 
itations.

Washington, November 20.—Werld 
attention will shift from naval to 
land armaments when Premier Bri- 
and, of France, speaks tomorrow be- 
fore the arms conference. His ad- 
dress, provided for at the last plenary 
session of the conference, is expect- 
ed to be a very frank statement of 
reasons that impel France to 
maintain the largest army in the 
world. 

The subject to be covered by the 
French premier’s statement is prob- 
ably the point of most immediate im- 
portance to France in the entire con- 
ference. In informed circles, it is 
expected the address. will be a de- 
fense of French military prowess 
which the French authorities hope 
will absolve that country before the 
world from any suspicion of aggres- 
sive designs on the continent. 

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M,. Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
as you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us. The 
question will be raised—it has been 
raised—and if there is a country that 
desires, that demands that the ques- 
tion of land armaments should be 
raised, it is France. 

That World May Know. 
““T hope that I shall be able to 


state publicly what the position of 
France is, so that the United States 


and the world may fully know. And 
when I have tried to prove this, when 
you have listened to this demonstra- 
tion, I am quite sure that you will 


'be convinced that France, after the 


necessities of safety and life have 
been adequately secured, harbors no 
thought whatever of disturbing the 
peace of the world.” 

Beyond this forecase of Premier 
Briand’s intended utterance, there has 
been nothing to indicate that land 
armament questions is to be taken up 
definitely in Washington. 

Hughes May Aet. 

Following the address of Premier 
Briand, it was said tonight, Chairman 
Ii{ughes probably will suggest that the 
whole question of land armaments be 
referred to the committee of five for 
an appropriate resolution dealing with 
the proposed treatment of the subject. 

So*far as can be learned, no power 
represented at the conference has pre- 
pared any plan for limitation or re- 
duction of land forces. All delega- 
tions are armed with volumes of s‘+- 
tistics dealing wit harmies, among 
other armament developments, but

learned to shoot at Mexico City in 1846, 
and in the Union army in the civil war, 
wearing the uniform of a United States 
top sergeant of infantry, and, when the 
vounger Woodfill begau to grow tall like 
the trees that shadowed the countryside, 
wanted Samuel to be a soldier. 
But it was when the youngster was 16 
that the father laid a rifle across a win- 
dow sill, painted a small target on a fence 
twenty-five yards away and showed ithe 
unflinching lad how a soldier- handles a 
weapon, Then, after the instructions had 
been repeated carefully, the boy was per- 
mitted to draw a bead on the target. [lf 
pulled the trigger and the result was a 
bull’s-eye. And Sam Woodfill, ever since, 
has been hitting his mark, whether that 
mark was an item of big game in Alaska, 
a squirrel in Indiana, or a tarror-stricken 
German in no man’s land. 

Woodtfill tells how his father, always 
a central figure in a group of civil war 
veterans, would point pridefully to him as 
a model type for the army, predicting 
that he would carry arms for his country 
some day; also,*how the father, who was 
wounded at Mexico City, as a member of 
Captain Hull’s company, of Indiana in- 
fantry, would sit by the fireside at night 
and tell him of his army days, both in 
the Mexican and civil wars. The elder 
Woolfill was a captain of an Indiana foot 
company during the War of the Sections, 
later returning to his farm and still later 
becoming editor of the Madison Courier, 


Madison, Ind. 

T was after the family” moved 
7. few miles up the Indiana- 
Kentucky creek, near Madison, that 
Samuel, growing up, began to ac- 
quire the finesse of marksmanship 
that later led him to win the ex- 
pert rifleman designation many 
times in the United States army. 
The old rifle that he shared with 
his father and his brothers was his 
only medium of “expressing” jis 
art in those days—that and the 
Mexican war flintlock and the rude 
percussion cap musket of civil war 
times that his father so fondly ex- 
hibited to him in recounting his 
martial experiences. 

While he earned a meager lv- 
ing as a woodsman, cutting dow! 
the forest- giants and sawing them 
into sections and lengths at the 
modest wage of the day, he was 
employing the tamily rifle with the 
bagging of squirrel, wild duck, 
quail and rabbits. The forests 
were vast in those days and game 
abounded, but you would need a 
search warrant for them now, ac- 
cording to Woodfill. 

Money saved enabled the youns- 
ster to acquire a rifle of his own 
when he was 16 years old, and 
the newer type of weapon enabled 
greater in the develop- 
ment of the special talent which 


he possessed.

Washington, November 20.—Werld 
attention will shift from naval to 
land armaments when Premier Bri- 
and, of France, speaks tomorrow be- 
fore the arms conference.

So‘far as can be learned, no power 
represented at the conference has pre- 
pared any plan for limitation or re- 
duction of land forces. All delega- 
tions are armed with volumes of s‘+- 
tistics dealing wit harmies, among 
other armament developments, but 
neither the Inited States nor Great

There were no riffle 
ranges on the island then, but Private 
Woodfill heard his piece bark the first 
time at improvised bulls’-eyes soon after 
he landed. And then began the long 
army eareer that would take him to many 
lands. There was fighting and plenty 
of it, and the first enlistment man was 
getting his share. It was not long before 
promotions came to him, and it was not 


long before be wore the proud emblem. 


the army gives for perfect markmanship. 


\V OODFILL served in Alaska from 

1964 until 1911. The army had be- 
come a habit with him, but he was ever 
seeking places where there was action. 
Fis re-enlistments were regular but with 
stipulations as to where he would be sent. 

It was in Alaska that Woodfill found 
an abundance of moose, bear, caribou, 
mountain sheep, wolves, wild ducks, 
geese swan,. ptarmigan and _= grouse. 
These creatures soon learned to rue his 
advent. In one day, three bears were 
his bag. On another, two bull moose 
fell, one of them none too soon. 

“I was passing through a_e dense 
growth,” Woodfill relates, “when 1 saw 
2 moving, brown object through a small 
opening. I thought it was a bear and J 
fired, having no time for further thought 
us to tactics. The creature stopped, hav- 
ing been shot in the leg, and I started 
forward. Just then there was a bellow 
and the thicket began to crackle as I saw 
2a big moose charging me. All I had time 
fo do was to raise my rifle and fire. The 
animal was almost upon me.” 

The bull moose was stopped -in the 
same manner that more than one charg- 
ing German was stopped in the Argonne 
later, before the sergeant could be dam- 
aged. Woodfill has a habit of stopping 
things with his rifle before they get to 
him. 

Woodfill served on the Mexican bor- 
der. In early 1917, he won a commission 
as second lieutenant in the regular army, 
and was assigned to the Sixtieth infantry 
at Gettysburg, Pa., in command of com- 
pany M. The Sixtieth, a unit of the Fitth 
division, received its preliminary training 
during the autumn of 1917 at Camp 
Green, N. CC. 

“On December 22, 1917,” reads Wood- 
fill's official report to the war department, 
“Tl obtained a ten-day leave of absence 
and returned to Fort Thomas, Ky. Was 
iarried to Lorena B. Wiltshire and re- 
turned to regiment January 4.” 

That event in Woodfill’s life had been

B “that it was wrong for a man to 
marry until he was financially able to 
nlake things comfortable.

The pew Mrs. Woodfill. was brave 
about it all. She would wait and hope, 
she told him when he rejoined his com- 
mand and she knew that of all the. sol- 
diers in all of the armies of Uncle Sam, 
on land and sea, Sam Woodfill was the 
finest and the truest. A month later her 
notions of military worth were strength- 
ned when Woodfill was promoted to be 
first lieutenant. 

The transport Philadelphia carried 
Woodfill and his regiment from Camp 
Merritt on April 15, 1918. Several days 
out from Liverpool submarines attacked 
the convoy and all troops, on getting 2

general alarm, stood by for the lifeboats. 
The submarines were reported to be sunk. 
however. 

After reaching France, ‘Woodfill’s 
comhipany went to Champignol for prelim- 
inary training. Methods of the new kind 
of warfare being practiced were taught 
to the Americans by the French and it 
was during this training, consisting 
principally of patrolling in no man’s 
land, that Woodfill met with an accident 
in July that disabled him and put him 
in a hospital for weeks. 

Then came action in the St. Mihiel 
sector, followed by quick shifting on foot 
and in trucks that was a part of the great 
game the allied generals were playing 
in late September and October of 1918. 

Here is a paragraph from Woodfill’s 
report. eovering this perlod: 


E proceeded by marching to Bols 
de Hesse, arriving there October 
>. The regiment left Boise de Hesse 
October 10, marched to Malencourt and 
bivonaced for the night. While in the 
Maleneourt area, battalion and company 
commanders-made a reconaissance of the 
‘arm de Madeline area October.11. While 
on this reconnatssance fn preparation of 
relieving. the 319th infantry, the enemy

machine gunners and artillerymen caught. 


part of our pafty in the open and con- 
centrated a heavy fhre on us, foreiIng us 
to take cover wherever available. Some 
dropped in shell holes and intrenchments. 
I was forced to drop on the spot and take 
cover in a dummy trench a little over a 
foot deep, whieh was insufficient to hide 
the pack on my back. They kept up a 
long string of fire, knocking dirt and 
rock over me and puncturing my Tain- 
It was at this time that Fritz had 
me guessing, and caused me to write a 
farewell nete on the back of a little 
photo of a dear loved one—my wife. 

“T did not expect to eome out of that 
predicament alive, and -fortunately the 
enemy, who was being pushed back by 
the Fankee troops, ceased firtng, think- 
ing, perhaps, he had dispatched the whole 
party to the happy hunting grounds. 
This enabled us to reach safety without 
a casualty.” 

And - now comes the 
feat” ef the world war. 

Here is Woodfill’s own story: 

“The relief of the 319ih infantry was 
made under heavy shell-fire, causing cas- 
ualities. Shortly after daylight, on Octo- 
ber 12, the Third battalion, Sixtieth in- 
fantry, and other units were ordered: to 
so over the top to make a combat recon- 
nalissance of the enemy territory to our 
front—the Bois de Pultiere. During the 
progress of this reconnaissance, the 
enemy lezid a terrific barrage on te¥ritory 
occupied, inflicting many easualties. My 
company, M, was digging in for protec: 
tion against 2a harassing machine gunfire 
that wes playing on our sector. When 
the order came for our advance, hasty 
preperations were made and we took off. 
We were partly screened under cover of 
a low-hanging fog which aided us on our 
advance wonderiully and reduced our 
casualties greatly. But from tne moment 
we appeared over the crest the enemy 
greeted our lines with shell and machine 
ennfire, causing the men to ssek cover. 


&¢ WING to the fact that the enemy 

O was entrenched end under cover 
of dense forests, thickly covered by uf- 
derbrush, it made it very difficult for 
green troops to leeate positions. Seeing 
the necessity of quick action, I signaled 
for several men bear me to move for- 
ward and rushed ahead and worked my 
way across an opening of about 160 
yurds by crawling from shell boie to shell 
hole until I reached a small knoll. and 
under eover of the same I detoured to 
the left and worked my way around the 
same vnntil I reached an unimproved road 
and crawled up throiigh the muddy diteh 
to a point about ten yards from the gun, 
from vwhich point £ could see the gun

position. Y quickly slid my rifle forward, 
and placed the butt against my shoulder 
before exposing any part of my body, 
then raised on my elbows enough to see 
the gun and killed five gunners in the 
pit. One enemy gunner attempted to 
reireat, but I killed him with my pistol. 
I then feared to remain in my position 
longer, so I dashed to cover of the brush 
and ran onto an officer, who sprang up 
in an attempt to disarm me—and I killed 
him with my. automatie. 

“There was continuous firing on aj) 
Sides and-by the time my lines had fil- 
tered up, and penetrating the woods and 
interior, German guns were sweeping the 
woods with fire. Having lost contro) of 
my comipany as a unit, in the dense wil- 
derness, I gignaled to follow me, and I 
continued to advance by taking advan- 
tage of cover and had only gone a short 
distance when I located another machine 
gun. J] crawled to a fianking position, 
close up to the gun and sniped five of 
its crew and silenecéd tke gun.

gun I had just silenced. We saw each 
other about the same. distance,. and as 
I threw my gun on. them, they. yelled 
‘Kamerad’ and dropped the eguipment 
they were carrying. I sent them to the 
rear and continued tke advance through 
the woods. I had gone only a short dis- 
tance when'l located a third machine gun 
position and, using the samé method of 
approacht as previously applied, I worked 
my way to a flank position and killed 
five of the gunners .as they took their 
position at the gun. .There was -heavy 
firing coming from the right front which 
caused me to take-refuge in-the enemy's 
entrenchments,-and as I dashed into it, 
I nearly jumped: on two Germans who 
were crouching there. One of them start- 
ed to level a Luger on me*and as I had 
my pistol in my: hand [ fired first. The 
other one reached for his rifle. I squeez- 
ed the trigger on him but my gun failed 
to fire. I dropped: it and seized an en- 
trenching tool lying on the berm and 
dealt him a crushing btow on the head, 
and, a& I turned, I-saw the other one had 
regained his pistol. . And he- was dis- 
patched in the same manner: ‘This is my 
version of. the aciual conflict.” 

Here is how General Pershing tells it 
in his citation of Woodfill; which aecom- 
panied the congressional me@az) of horor 
awarded to him:. 


466¢TROR conspicuous gallantry and In- 

trepidity above and beyond the 
call of duty in action with the enemy at 
Cunel, France, October 12, 1918. While 
he was leading his company against the 
enemy, his line came under heavy ma- 
chine gunfire which threatened to bold 
up tho advanee. Followed by two Sol- 
diers at twenty-five yards, this officer 
went out ahead of his first Hne toward a 
machine gun-nest and worked his way 
around: its flank, leaving two soldiers in 
front. When he got within ten yards of 


_the gun it ceased firing and four of the 


enemy appeared, three of Whom were 
shot by Lieutenant Woodfitl. The fourth, 
an officer, rushed on Lieutenant Wood- 
fill, who attempted to club the officer with 
his rifle. After a hand-to-hand struggle 
he killed the officer with his pistol. His 
company thereupon continued to advance 
until shortly another machine gun-nest 
was encountered. 
follow, Lieutenant Woodffit rushed ahead 
of his lines in the faee of heavy tire 
from the nest; and when several of the 
enemy appeared above the nest, he shot 
them, capturing three other members of 
the crew and silencing the gun. A few 
minutes later, this officer, for the third 
time, demonstrated conspicuous daring 
by cherging another machine .gun_ posi- 
tion, killing five men in one machine gun- 
pit with his rifle. He then drew his re- 
volver and. started to jump into the pit

when two other gunners, onlya few 
yards away, turned their gun on hine. 
Failing to kill them with his revolver, 
he grabbed a pick lying nearby and killed 
both of them. Inspired by the excep- 
tional courage displayed by this officer, 
hig men pressed on to their objective 
under severe shell and machine gun- 
fire.” . - 

For this exploit, Woodfill received not 
only the congressional medal but was 
promoted to be captain and the French 
Legion of Honor, the Croix de Guerre, 
with Palm, and the Montenegrin Order 
of Prince Danilo (Fifth Class). 


OW Woodfill was called to general 
headquarters. for the citation was 
related in The Stars and Stripes: “Neyer 
before in the history of the American 
army has such an array of stars and bars 
and just plain O. D. mixed in common in 
the dining room. The generals exchang- 
ed jokes and drank to the health of the 
seventeen honor men, then ate chicken, 
sweets, sans mess-kit.

Then Woodfil received the Legion of 
Honor at the hands of the high admiral 
of the French havy and Major. General 
Hanson E: Ely presented him the Croix 
de Guerre. 

Woodfill hetped to obscure his hero- 
fsm himself. He began the day he was 
called to Chaumont for that memorable 
chicken dinner. 

How he held. io his taciturnity was 
revealed in Washington the other 
by Congressman Roy O.. Woodruff, 
Michigan. Major Woodruff was in com- 
mand of a camp. at Bordeaux. while 
Woodfill,: in command of casuals, was 
there. Woodfill. was ordered to Chau- 
mont. He made -his preparations and 
departed and said nothing concerning his 
trip to the major. 


ATER, Major Woodruff learned that 
L the medal of honor had been 
awarded to Woodfill for the exploit of 
killing nineteen Germans in one duy. He 
accosted the Kentuckian one day. 

“Yes, I kilied only nineteen.’ Wood- 
fill said, without a smile. 

Knowing -Woodfill’s caliber, Mayor 
Woodruff says, he saw that the hero re#l- 
ly felt that he had not made the most o* 
his precious time with rifle, pistol and 
pick. - Woodfill thought, seriously, that 
he should have done better. 

Woodfill maintained this silence when 
he eame back. Only Mrs. Woodfill, over 
the supper dishes, heard him talk of the 
war. 
When he went to Louisville with re- 
turning troops in the summer of 1919, a 
real soldier and a real hero at last after 
all the eventful years that. had passed 
since he enlisted there in 1901, there 
were thousands hungry for such a tale 
of the war that Woodfill. held in bis 
hosom. But Woodfill. didn’t tell it. tie 
went quietly about his work and returned 
fo his command. When he wes discharg- 
ed as an officer, he kept to the habit, he 
had followed from. his Philippine days. 
He re-enlisted. - Now .“America’s_ great- 
est hero” is getting something like $84 
2 month from the government. 

There is one and only one appellation 
that: he treasures. above the’ string of 
decorations he wears on his chest. It is 
“model husband” and Mrs. Sam Woodtill 
is the general who applies it.

HE visit of Mme. Currie, of 
France, to this city, who, with 
her husband, first. discovered 
radium and the great honors be- 
stowed on her by our universi- 
ties, renews our interest in this 
very wonderful element. 
The discovery of radium 
trpieal of the value of researeh to the 
world and fairly exemplifies the real op- 
portunity of the Georgia School of Tecn- 
‘pology.The history of the discovery of 
radium is of peculiar interest. [t resus: 
ed from the evolution of thought and in- 
vestigation begun by Henri Buequerel, 
French physicist, in’ 1896. He discovere:l 
whet might be termed the property of 
radio activity. 

There are certain substances which 
have the power of fluorescense. The 
salts of fadium are typical of the above 
described substanees and our own Stone 
mountain carries these salts in limited 
quantity in the form of the mineral 
pitehblend. Buerquerel found that saits of

radium affected a photographic plate, as 
do ordinary rays of white Hght. The 
mineral had the property of charging 
particles or meotecules of gases. | 

Mme. Currie discovered radium, but 
net .radio-activity. She hecame interest- 
@¢d tn the results of Buequerel and she 
tried to tind out what element was re- 
sponsible in these uranium salts for this 
particular phenomena of radio activity. 
She worked particularly with the mineral 
pitch blend. She was able to dissolve this 
Mineral and separate the different ele- 
ments which make up the mineral, and 
after testing out each element with pho- 
tographie plates she found the element 
whieh she called radium, whieh was re; 
sponsible for the ratio aeétivity of pitch- 
blend, 


VV ME. CURRIE did a Wonderful work 
IN in analytic differentiation, but we 
must not lose sight of what Buequerel 
did who sowed the first sseds of thought 
which led to. the discovery of radium or 
to those who here followed Mme. Currie 
in the application of radium for commer- 
cial mse.

The question of most interest to the 
layman is—what is radio aetivity and 
what benefit is it to the human race? 
Salts of uranium give off three different 
types of rays and they can be studied by 
means of such a delicate register as the 
photographic plate. Certain of these 
rays are called “Alpha” rays, which 
travel with a velocity of about twenty 
thousand miles per second. Another type 
of ray is called ‘‘Beta,” and these travel 
about one hundred and eighty-six thou- 
sand miles per second, and Gamma” 
rays, Which travel abont the same ve- 
locity as ordinary light.

Both he and Cross, 
of Liverpool, kept me busy with 
orders: and, with the orders from 
‘Australia, I found that I- had a 
ereater demand than I could meet.

I traveled constantly throughout 
the Archipelago, urging the natives 
to work faster and keeping in &$ ine 
touch with the source, of my sup- ¥ 
ply. As I have said before, I made 
few excursions into the jungle, and 
then only when it was impossible 
for my agents, who were generally 
headmen, to leave their kampongs 
vpd come to the coast. 

Trengganu, with its jungles full 
of animals, was my favorite terri- 
tory. 1 had the valuable privilege 
of being practically the only white 
man who could enter that country, 
in it [ passed so much of my time 
that [f finally had a house built 
there for me. My presence speed- 
ed the work of capturing, though I 
etook no part in {t except te talk 
with the headmen when they came 
to the coast. The sultan gave m6 
unlimited power in handling the 
natives, and no native who worked 
for ime ever had cause to complain. 

Nor had the sultan himself; for I often 
found ways of helping him when the treas- 
ury was at.low ebb. He looked to me to 
bring him news of the outside world and 
to interpret the news for him in terms 
that were understandable. Several hours 
of each day IT spent at the palace, in dis- 
cussing the affairs of the country with the 
suitan and his prime minister; Mahommed 
Yusuf: Yusuf was a tunku besar (bdig 
prince) and was formerly-the sultan of 
Lingga. He was driven from his coun- 
try by the Dutch and had sought refuge 
with his brother, the sultan of Trengganu. 
There he lived as an object lesson in what 
might happen if Europeans were alloweé 
to come ints the country.

“HARBORS NO THOUGHT

Washington, November 20.—Werld 
attention will shift from naval to 
land armaments when Premier Bri- 
and, of France, speaks tomorrow be- 
fore the arms conference. His ad- 
dress, provided for at the last plenary 
session of the conference, is expect- 
ed to be a-very frank statement of 
the reasons that impel France to 
maintain the largest army in the 
world. 

The subject to be covered by the 
French premier’s statement is prob- 
ably the point of most immediate im- 
portance to France in the entire con- 
ference. In informed circles, it is 
expected the address will be a de- 
fense of French military prowess 
which the French authorities hope 
will absolve that country before the 
world from any suspicion of aggres- 
sive designs on the continent. 

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M, Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land ‘armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
as you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us. The 
question will be raised—it has been 
raised—and if there is a country that 
desires, that demands that the ques- 
tion of land armaments should be 
raised, it is France. 

That World May Know. 
““T hope that I shall be able to 


state publicly what the position of 
France is, so that the United States 
and the world may fully know. And 
when I have tried to prove this, when 
you have listened to this demonstra- 
tion, I am quite sure that you will 
be convinced that France, after the 
necessities of safety and life have 
been adequately secured, harbors no 
thought whatever of disturbing the 
peace of the world.” 

Beyond this forecase of Premier 
Briand’s intended utterance, there has 
been nothing to indicate that land 
armament questions is to be taken up 
definitely in Washington. 

Hughes May Aet. 

Following the address of Premier 
Briand, it was said tonight, Chairman 
Iiughes probably will suggest that the 
whole question of land armaments be 
referred to the committee of five for 
an appropriate resolution dealing with 
the proposed treatment of the subject. 

So“far as can be learned, no power 
represented at the conference has pre- 
pared any plan for limitation or re- 
duction of land forces. All delega- 
tions are armed with volumes of s‘>- 
tistics dealing wit harmies, among 
other armament developments, but 
neither the United States nor Great 
Britain has any direct or immediate

This is the first of a series of articles by 
Miss Braslau, the famous American opera 
Star, whose success denies the validity of 
the old belief that to be successful on the 
American stage a singer must have Euro- 
pean training. Her articles reveal intimate- 
ly the life of the big figures of the op- 
eratie stage, people who always have kept 
themselves more remote from the public 
than have the actors in the ordinary drama 
of commerce.

Washington, November 20.—Werld 
attention will shift from naval to 
land armaments when Premier: Bri- 
and, of France, speaks tomorrow be- 
fore the arms conference.

| the reasons that impel France to

: world. 
f The subject to be covered by the 
French premier’s statement is prob- 
| ably the point of most immediate im- 
portance to. France in the entire con- 
ference. In informed circles, it ie 
expected the address will be a de- 
fense of French military prowess 
which the French authorities hope 
will absolve that country before the 
world from any suspicion of aggres- 
sive designs on the continent. 

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M, Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land ‘armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
as you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us.

French Premier Will Turn 

Thoughts of Delegates 
From Naval to Land 
Armaments. 


“HARBORS NO THOUGHT 
OF DISTURBING PEACE” 


It Is Not Believed That 
Any Definite | Plan Is 
Ready for Army Lim- 
itations. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, November 20.—Werld 
attention will shift from naval to 
land armaments when Premier Bri- 
and, of France, speaks tomorrow be- 
fore the arms conference. His ad- 
dress, provided for at the last plenary 
session of the conference, is ex pect- 
ed to be a very frank statement of 
| the reasons that impel France to 
| Maintain the largest army in the 
| world. 

The subject to be covered by the 
| French premier’s statement is prob- 
|} ably the point of most immediate im- 
| portance to France in the entire con- 
ference. In informed circles, it ie 
expected the address will be a de- 
fense of French military prowess 
which the French authorities hope 
will absolve that country before the 
world from any suspicion of aggres- 
Sive designs on the continent. 

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M, Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land ‘armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
as you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us. The 
question will be raised—it has been 
raised—and if there is a country that 
desires, that demands that the ques- 
tion of land armaments should be 
raised, it is France. 

That World May Know. 
““T hope that I shall be able fo 


State publicly what the position of 
France is, so that the United States 


and the world may fully know. And 
when I have tried to prove this, when 
you have }istened to this demonstra- 
tion, I am quite sure that you will 
be convinced that France, after the 
necessities of safety and life have 
been adequately secured, harbors no 
thought whatever of disturbing the 
peace of the world.” 

Beyond this forecase of Premier 
Briand’s intended utterance, there has 
been nothing to indicate that Jand 
armament questions is to be taken up 
definitely in Washington. 

Hughes May Aet. 

Following the address of Premier 
Briand, it was said tonight, Chairman 
Ifughes probably will suggest that the 
whole question of land armaments be 
referred to the committee of five for ~ 
an appropriate resolution dealing with 
the proposed treatment of the subject. 

So“far as can be learned, no power 
represented at the conference has pre- 
pared any plan for limitation or re- 
duction of land forces.

Washington, November 20.—Werld 
attention will shift from naval to 
land armaments when Premier _Bri- 
and, of France, speaks tomorrow be- 
fore the arms conference. His ad- 
dress, provided for at the last plenary 
session of the conference, is expect- 
ed to be a very frank statement of

The subject to be covered by the 
French premier’s statement is prob- 
ably the point of most immediate im- 
portance to France in the entire con- 
ference. In informed circles, it is 
expected the address will be-a de- 
fense of French military prowess 
which the French authorities hope 
will absolve that country before the 
world from any suspicion of .aggres- 
sive designs on the continent. 

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M, Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land ‘armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
= you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully .con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us. The 


question will be raised—it has been 
raised—and if there is a country that 
desires, that demands that the ques- 
tion of land armaments should be. 
raised, it is France. 

That World May Know. 

““T hope that I shall be able to 
state publicly what the. position of 
France is, so that the United States 
and the world may fully know. And 
when I have tried to prove this, when 
you have listened to this demonstra- 
tion, I am quite sure that you will 
be convinced that France, after the 
necessities of safety and life have 
been adequately secured, harbors no 
thought whatever of disturbing the 
peace of the world.” 

Beyond this forecase of Premier 
Briand’s intended utterance, there has 
been nothing to indicate that land 
armament questions is to be taken up 
definitely in Washington.

Keeping the Chilling 
Blast of Winter 
Out of Home 


—— JO hard and fast rules can be laid 
| down tor the care of every fur- 
nace. Furnaces differ, chimney 
flues vary as t& draft and caal 
as to quality. Allowing for these 
differences, and assuming that 
oS) there is an average draft, a fairiy 
good quality of coal, and that the lumps 
are of the proper size, the fellowing rules 


will insure good results: 

See that the fire has a good draii. 
There is an almost universal idea that a 
partial draft reduces consumption of coal, 
This is true, but it also decreases produc- 
tion of heat, so that nothing is gained. 

To insure an even good fire, see that 
the ash pan is cleaned out daily. Never 
allow ashes to accumulate. Keep a good 
bed of coals. The best rule is to keep tie 
fire box full constantly. Add very little 
coal to a low fire. Ayoid shaking a low fire 
severely. Open drafis and defer shakiug 
until the new coal has caught. 

The fire desired in moderate weather 
is one which gives a slow, steady, miid 
heat. Teo get this, keep drafts open, but 
allow an ash deposit to form upon grate. 
According -to the furnace, this may vary 
from 2 to 4 inches. Add thin layers of 
coal, but keep the bed deep. Avoid shak- 
ing down except at night, and then allow 
4a layer ot ashes to remain upon the gyrate.

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M, Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land ‘armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
as you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us. The 
question will be raised—it has been 
raised—and if there is a country that 
desires, that demands that the ques- 
tion of land armaments should be 
raised, it is France. 

That World May Know. 
““T hope that I shall be able to 


state publicly what the position of 
France is, so that the United States 


and the world may fully know. And 
when I have tried to prove this, when 
you have listened to this demonstra- 
tion, 1 am quite sure that you will 
be convinced that France, after the 
necessities of safety and life have 
been adequately secured, harbors no 
thought whatever of disturbing the 
peace of the world.” 

Beyond this forecase of Premier 
Briand’s intended utterance, there has 
been nothing to indicate that land 
armament questions is to be taken up 
definitely in Washington. 

Hughes May Aet. 

Following the address of Premier 
Briand, it was said tonight, Chairman 
Iiughes probably will suggest that the 
whole question of land armaments be 
referred to the committee of five for 
an appropriate resolution dealing with 
the proposed treatment of the subject. 

So‘far as can be learned, no power 
represented at the conference has pre- 
pared any plan for limitation or re- 
duction of land forces. All delega- 
tions are armed with volumes of s‘>- 
tistics dealing wit harmies, among 
other armament developments, but 
neither the United States nor Great 
sritain has any direct or immediate

“HARBORS NO THOUGHT 
OF DISTURBING PEACE” 


It Is Not Believed That

The subject to be covered by the 
French premier’s statement is prob- 
ably the point of most immediate im- 
portance to France in the entire con- 
ference. In informed circles; it is 
expected the address will be a de- 
fense of French military prowess 
which the French authorities hope 
will absolve that country before the 
world from any suspicion of aggres- 
sive designs on the continent, 

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M, Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land ‘armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
as you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us. The 
question will be raised—it has been 
raised—and if there is a country that 
desires, that demands that the ques- 
tion of land armaments should be 
raised, it is France. 

That World May Know. 

““T hope that I shall be able to 
state publicly what the position of 
France is, so that the United States 
and the world may fully know. And 
when I have tried to prove this, when 
you have listened to this demonstra- 
tion, I am quite sure that you will 
be convinced that France, after the 
necessities of safety and life’ have 
been adequately secured, harbors no 
thought whatever of disturbing the 
peace of the world.” 

Beyond this forecase of Premier 
Briand’s intended utterance, there has 
been nothing to indicate that land 
armament questions is to be taken up 
definitely in Washington. 

Hughes May Aet. 

Following the address of Premier 
Briand, it was said tonight, Chairman 
Iiughes probably will suggest that the 
whole question of land armaments be 
referred to the committee of five for 
an appropriate resolution dealing with 
the proposed treatment of the subject.
